Cristie Miut Maes May 31, "65. 

Evrron Usron t-Having a few news 
items, and w very limited time to serve 
them bp, [give you fair warning’ that 
you must net expect a very coherent 
letter this week, or you will certainly be 
‘disappointed. 

I commence with the Crescent Com- 
pany, as usnal, This company have 
cleaned up, the past twa weeks, about 
five thonsand dollars, which is somewhat 
less than the previous two weeks. This 
falling off, Iam told, is not owing to 
the rock being of inferivr quality, but is 
attributable to the fact that the works 
have been stopped several times fur Te- 
pairs.

The 
fractured limb was set, and he is now 
doing well, as his injaries otherwise 
were not serious. 

Jud. is working n’ght and day in his 
shaft on the extension off the Crescent, 
employing twelve men. He has’ struck 
the lode, which Tam told looks very en- 
eonraging. The thickness of the lode 
is not known, as yet, but he is cntting 
throngh it as fast as possible, From 
present appearanees, it ia very thick. 

The place of Collins, head-engineer, 
who left sometime ago, is now supplied 
by a Mr. Shaw of Washoe. He is said 
to have had great success in erecting 
machinery, &e., in the Territory, 

Day-before-yesterday, three eight-mule 
“schooners” arrived here from Marys- 
ville, and deposited their cargo. They 
came up on the Chico route, and report 
very bad reads in places.

Mr. Wm. Blood ia about to start h’s 
xaw mill. He thinks he will get ready 
to-day sometime, He gets » supply of 
water through the ditch which he con- 
structed last Fall, connecting with the 
river. He was obliged to cut it deeper, 
however, after being deprived of the 
dam. 

Bidwell (at Greenville) cleaned up 
aboot fifteen hundred dollars for six 
days’ run, last week. This ia quite a 
drop from previons figures, but it must 
be borne in mind that their expenses are 
light, only running eleven stamps, The 
rock in this ledge scems to be quite 
spotted, tu use a technical miver's 
phrase. 

Mat Howell has just completed. the 
purchase of the Gulden Gate Mill, at 
Round Valley, better known as Judkin's 
mill, He intends starting it, 1 am in- 
formed, next Monday, eupplying it with 
quartz from the Wilds Ledge. He has 
a'so purchased all the property connect- 
ed with it, as well as the Ellis Ledge.
